(29°5a° Z/ 23/69°6 " Nh Leningr ad Oblast, northeast of 
the Lisi-los (29 See 5/60 1?

Tho ficld, 
about 3 km square, gave the overall inpression of an 
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improvised airfield although some of its instal- 
lations were improved. Jt was constructed during 
the war. J'ellow-Pys said that it was improved 
between 1945 and 1947 and that the entire north 
section was drained. <A Punway, 10026C0O to 800 
meters, of rolled sand was in the northern sec- 
tion of the field.

The field was in a restricted area ani guarded 
by AA sentries., Light 45mm A\ guns were emplaced 


at the four corners of the field. Searchlights near 


the AA gun emplacements illuninated the field at 
night 6 


4 hew asphalt approach road, 4¢ meters wide, was 
built. 


4 fuel dump with a railroad connection, which was 
connected with the field, was west of the main 
road, southwest of the field. 


f& large radio and transmitting station was south 
of Lisi-Nos, in a 1$ km square restricted area 
which was surrounded by a wire fence except for 
the side along the seashore. 14 towers, 12 meters 
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high, equipped with4S-mm aA guns, were at 

the four corners of the off-limits area. The 
transnitting tower was about 120 meters high 

and had two tapering steel masts. It was based 
on a socket joint emplaced in a conerete pedestal 
and was moored by steel trusses. several wires, 
supported by masts, led from the tower across the 
road and the railroad line to the three small 
two-story houses beside the railroad line.

Ten to twenty single-engine aircraft were perme..= 
nently stationed at the field. Individual para- 
chute Jumps from biplanes were regularly seen over 
the airfield in the Summer of 1949 at altitudes of 
from 150 to 200 meters. 


An about 2o0-meter square area, surrounged by a 
wire fence, was southwest of Olgino (30%8 5/59° 
59? Nj), between the gea and the coastal road. 

4 radio tower was in this area (see Annex 2) which 
Was called ea naval transmitting station by local 
residents. 4 wooden house, about 20 meters square, 
was in the southeast corner of the terrain. ‘The 
radio tower was based on a concrete pedestal and 
tonped by a square frame which was illuminated 

by red lamps at night. 


The airfield, abgut 1 2x8 km, about 1% km east 

of Gorskaya (30 0° .u/60°2* Nye just south of the 
road to Levashevo (30°13" 4/60°6" N) was surrounded 
by woods. it had no cement runway but the subzrade 
was firm so that it was serviceable even in rainy 
weather.

14. Co-pi7s, former air force soldiers, said that 
the ficld was occupied by 100 to 120 aircraft 
of yak-3, yi-2 and {L-lo types. ‘the planes were 
parked in the open along the edge of the woods.

15. The field was permanently occupied. The officers 
were billeted in Gorskaya, sleksandrovski and 
Lisi-lNos.
